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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  1979 


During  the  year  our  routine  business  was  expanded  with  the 
appointment  of  new  offices,  mostly  State  and  Federal  request- 
ed, such  as  a  Liason  Officer  to  the  Census  Bureau,  Housing 
Chairman,  Energy  Chairman,  Human  Services  Chairman,  Other 
time  consuming  projects  were  bus  shelters,  underground 
gasoline  storage  permits,  continued  dog  shelter  search,  the 
advisability  of  creating  a  Department  of  Public  Works,  involv- 
ment  in  County  Purchasing  and  a  DPU  survey  for  speed  limit 
signs . 

The  School  Zone  lights  requested  by  the  School  Dept.   for  many 
years  have  been  erected  for  use  in  the  near  future.  The 
depleted  1961  highway  truck  was  replaced  by  a  new  one. 
Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health  received  a  State  mandate 
to  close  the  dump  on  July  1,  1980.     The  Board  of  Health  is 
investigating  methods  of  solid  waste  disposal. 

The  Highway  Department  reports  the  past  winter  season  a 
20  inch  below  normal  snow  accumulation.     There  were  22  storms 
with  total  accumulation  of  51  inches.     Six  of  these  storms 
turned  to  freezing  rain  and  7  turned  to  rain  before  ending.  We 
had  4  freezing  rainstorms  and  3  very  heavy  rain  storms.  Plows 
were  sent  out  16  times  and  sanders,  28  times.     The  severity  of 
the  ice  storms  are  reflected  in  amounts  of  salt,  264  tons, 
and  sand,  4,600  tons  used. 

During  the  summer  session  all  routine  maintenance  was  com- 
pleted.    Some  adjustments  were  made  to  fit  our  work  around 
Sewer  Project  road  repairs.     By  expending  $10,000.  of  our 
maintenance  money  all  roads  in  the  centers  of  both  Villages 
were  black  topped  in  conjunction  with  black  topping  done  by  the 
sewer  contractors.     Construction  project  on  Mountain  St.,  came 
to  a  halt  with  the  exception  of  tree  cutting  there  until  we 
receive  more  State  funding. 

By  adjusting  our  priorities  on  all  permanant  work,  construction 
and  reconstruction  projects  and  economizing  wherever  and  when- 
ever possible,  we  have  been  able  to  hold  the  budget  to  only 
a  4%  increase. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  workload  of  all  major  Town  Departments 
have  increased  and  with  the  new  sewer  department,  too,  there 
are  many  evenings  when  three  or  more  groups  are  using  the 
Town  Office  at  one  time.     Additional  office  space  is  needed  to 
conduct  our  business.

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1979  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  hold  regular  meetings,  open  to 
the  public,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:30  at 
the  Town  Office  in  Haydenville. 

This  year,  due  to  our  involvement  with  the  Sewer  Project, 
we  spent  considerable  time  viewing  sites  for  which  residents 
had  reguested  fill  available  from  the  sewer  construction. 
Also,  dealing  with  the  Sewer  Project,  we  held  one  official 
Wetlands  Protection  Hearing  and  issued  a  permit,  and  moni- 
tored the  construction  of  sewer  lines  at  river  crossings. 
The  Sewer  Project  was  granted  a  one  year  extension  on  their 
original  date  of  completion  for  the  project. 

Several  logging  operation  sites  were  viewed  where  river 
crossings  were  involved,  and  determinations  were  made  con- 
cerning the  method  of  crossing  those  rivers. 

The  Commission  had  applications  pertaining  to  the  Agricul- 
tural Preservation  Restriction  Act  under  Chapter  780  of  the 
Acts  of  1977.     Two  local  farms  submitted  applications  in  1979 
with  responses  pending. 

The  Commission  has  the  latest  revisions  of  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  and  has  copies  available  for  town  residents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 

The  fire  department  answered  a  total  of  forty-three  calls 
during  1979.     These  calls  were;     13  vehicle  accidents  and  fires, 
9  chimney,  8  grass  and  woodland,  3  dump,  2  false  alarms, 
1  building,   1  mutual  aid  and  5  misc.     Forty-four  permits  were 
issued  for  open  burning,  and  the  "self-help"  pumps  were  used 
by  twenty  residents. 

Five  firefighters  participated  in  the  Hampshire  County 
Fire  Defense  Association  Firefighting  School  held  on  6  Sundays 
throughout  the  summer  in  various  Hampshire  County  towns. 
Practice,  work  sessions,  or  meetings  are  held  one  night  each 
week  throughout  the  year  in  our  Fire  Stations.     Additional  infor- 
mation and  training  is  available  from  the  Hampshire  County  Fire 
Defense  Association  Film  Library  housed  in  the  Northampton 
Fire  Station. 

It  appears  to  me  as  Fire  Chief  that  our  eguipment  is  in 
good  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  tank  truck  housed  in 
the  Haydenville  Station.     Although  it  runs  well,   it  is  a  1964 
truck  which  was  driven  many  miles  as  an  oil  tank  truck.  It 
lacks  a  suitable  pump,  hose  and  equipment  carry  capability, 
and  other  features  necessary  for  an  efficient  fire  fighting 
tank  truck. 

The  tax  payers  must  be  aware  that  in  order  to  hold  the 
budget  at  a  low  increase,  we  must  sacrifice  the  amounts  of 
equipment  purchased  to  keep  up  with  and  move  ahead  in  in  fire- 
fighting  techniques. 

I  thank  the  firefighters  for  their  dedication  to  the  Fire 
Department  and  their  time  spent  in  firefighter  training,  and 
maintaining  and  repairing  the  equipment  and  buildings.  Thank 
you  especially  to  Donald  and  Joan  Baldwin,  our  dispatchers,  for 
helping  make  our  firefighting  responses  and  everyday  business 
the  efficient  system  that  it  is.

After  the  appropriate  inspections  were  made  the  follow- 
ing permits  were  issued:     6  store  permits,  2  septic  handlers 
permits,  2  bakery  permits,  2  restaurant  permits,  1  ice  cream 
stand  permit,  1  nursing  home  permit,  1  rest  home  permit  &  1 
f unreal  home  permit.     Mr.  Henry  Warner  was  re-appointed 
animal  inspector.     Mr.   Benjamin  Willcutt  was  re-appointed 
plumbing  inspector. 

The  Board  of  Health  condemmed  2  buildings  this  past  year 
for  not  meeting  the  State  Sanitary  Code.     The  Board  worked 
with  several  townspeople  concerning  septic  problems  and 
answered  numerous  questions  concerning  various  aspects  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Codes. 

There  was  continued  effort  placed  on  health  promotion  and 
education.     Ninety  six  blood  pressure  readings  were  taken  by 
volunteer  registered  nurses  at  the  Mardi  Gras.     Other  CPR 
courses  were  given,  however  we  have  had  difficulty  in  setting 
up  further  CPR  courses  in  town.     Townspeople  interested  in 
CPR  courses  are  urged  to  contact  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  House 
in  Northampton.     Forty  three  flu  shots  were  given  to  towns- 
people at  an  immunization  clinic  held  at  the  Council  on  Aging. 
We  have  made  numerous  educational  pamphlets  available  to  the 
townspeople. 

Heavy  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  future  of  our  present 
landfill  (the  Mountain  St.  Dump).     The  Board  has  worked 
closely  with  members  of  the  Comm.  of  Mass.'  Environmental 
Quality  Eng.  Dept.     We  are  looking  into  a  transfer  system, 
emphasizing  recycling  of  glass,  paper  and  metal. 

With  the  present  inflation  rate  climbing  each  month,  the 
Board  is  looking  into  ways  to  keep  our  budget  down  without 
compromizing  services. 

The  Board  continues  to  meet  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  8:00  P.M.     Meetings  of  special  importance  to  towns- 
people are  announced  in  the  Gazette.     All  Board  of  Health 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  citizen  participation  is 
encouraged.

We  have  had  four  formal  meetings  of  the  three  commission- 
ers to  determine  the  further  work  needed  in  inventorying  the 
buildings  of  the  area.     One  member  has  regularly  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  Development  Committee  which  have  been  consider- 
ing the  future  of  the  Brass  Works. 

A  great  deal  of  detail  is  involved  in  making  the  inventor- 
ies that  does  not  appear  on  paper  as  hours  and  trips  but  which 
each  member  spends  in  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  the 
commission.

Brides  (first  marriage  only  apply- 
ing within  90  days  after  marriage)  may  qualify  for  a  gift  of 
$100.00    Nursing  students  may  apply,  within  six  months  after 
entry  into  a  nursing  school,  for  a  $300.00  gift  upon  graduat- 
ing with  a  R.N.  degree.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  FINANCE  AUTHORITY   ( IDFA ) 

The  IDFA  was  established  by  Town  Meeting  action  in  April  of 
1978.     The  perceived  need  at  that  time,  as  now,  was  some 
resolution  to  the  long-standing  problem  of  the  Haydenville 
Brassworks . 

The  IDFA,  The  Williamsburg  Historical  Society,  private  citi- 
zens (notably  -  The   'Friends  of  the  Brassworks'),  Pioneer 
Valley  Association  (PVA) ,  began  a  program  to  seek  funding  for 
a  feasibility  study. 

This  feasibility  study  was  ultimately  funded  thru  a  complex 
arrangement  with  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission, 
PVA,  Williamsburg  Historical  Society,  Town  funding  and  private 
donations . 

A  firm  was  selected  (Valley  Town  Center,  dba  Mr.   Samuel  N. 
Seskin,  of  Amherst).     Two  public  meetings,  an  interim  report 
and  a  final  report  were  given.     The  final  report  will  be  given 
the  widest  possible  distribution. 

Conclusions  regarding  this  project  are  best  obtained  by  read- 
ing the  report.     The  report  is  available  at  the  Town  Office  or 
from  the  IDFA. 

The  IDFA  is  supporting  the  adoption  of  a  warrant  article 
requesting  the  establishment  of  an  IDC   (Industrial  and 
Development  Commission).

IDFA 
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PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1979 

The  major  accomplishment  of  the  Planning  Board  in  1979  was  the 
creation  of  a  house  numbering  system  for  the  Town.  Many 
people  in  Williamsburg  and  many  public  and  private  agencies 
serving  the  Town  had  requested  such  a  system;  what  house  num- 
bers previously  existed  were  occasional  and  random,  and  inade- 
quate for  quick  location  of  a  house,  particularly  in  an 
emergency.     The  Planning  Board  prepared  an  article  for  Town 
Meeting  authorizing  the  Board  to  create  a  house  numbering 
system,  and  held  public  informational  meetings  on  the  article 
prior  to  its  approval  by  the  Town  Meeting.     After  Town  approval, 
the  Board  developed  a  numbering  system  based  on  uniform  and 
logical  guidelines.     This  system  was  discussed  at  two  public 
information  meetings  in  May,  and  after  all  individual  questions 
had  been  resolved,  it  was  put  into  effect.     The  Board  mailed 
notices  to  all  the  households  in  Williamsburg,  informing  them 
of  their  new  number  and  encouraging  them  to  post  it.     The  Board 
has  recently  completed  a  master  guide  to  the  numbering  system 
which  was  distributed  to  police  and  fire  departments,  the 
ambulance  service,  the  Hilltown  Transportation  Service  and  the 
Post  Offices  in  Town.     Other  individuals  or  companies  may 
purchase  a  copy  of  the  guide.     An  overlay  map  incorporating 
the  house  numbering  system  was  prepared  and  is  also  available 
for  purchase.     The  numbering  system  was  created  by  the  Town  for 
the  safety  and  benefit  of  all  our  residents.     So  far,  only  a 
few  people  have  posted  their  new  house  numbers,  and  the  Board 
urges  all  homeowners  to  do  so,  as  the  purpose  of  the  system  will 
otherwise  be  defeated. 

In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  continued  to  work  on  a  compre- 
hensive set  of  maps  for  the  Town.     Last  year,  a  base  map  was 
drafted.     This  year,  the  Board  reduced  and  compiled  the 
Assessor's  maps  into  an  overlay  map  to  match  the  scale  of  the 
base  map.     House  numbers  were  then  drafted  onto  the  property 
line  map,  and  a  topographical  map  at  the  same  scale  was  repro- 
duced.    The  Soil  Conservation  Service  prepared  a  soils  map 
package  of  the  Town  which  was  partially  funded  by  the  Hampshire 
Conservation  District.     Together,  these  maps  provide  a  wealth 
of  information  about  the  Town  in  an  accessible  form  which  will 
become  an  invaluable  tool  for  planning.     The  Board  expects  to 
develop  additional  maps  in  the  coming  year,  and  will  share  this 
information  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Town  citizens. 

Following  several  requests  by  Town  residents,  the  Board  met 
with  a  representative  of  the  New  England  Telephone  Company  to 
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encourage  additional  telephone  services  for  the  Town.  How- 
ever, the  Board  was  informed  that  it  was  very  unlikely  that 
Circle  Dialing  would  ever  be  offered  in  our  exchange.  In- 
stead, residents  may  be  offered  an  Expanded  Community  Calling 
Service  (for  contiguous  exchanges)  and  Selective  Calling 
(for  exchanges  within  20  miles). 

A  new  Preliminary  Plan  was  submitted  for  the  subdivision  of 
Haydenville  Orchards.     The  Board  spent  many  hours  reviewing 
these  plans  and  established  a  series  of  conditions  upon  which 
the  preliminary  plan  was  approved.     Later,  a  final  plan  was 
submitted.     However,  because  that  plan  did  not  conform  to  the 
original  specifications  and  stipulations  established  by  the 
Board  with  the  applicant  and  legal  counsel,  the  plan  was 
withdrawn  without  comment.     The  Board  will  continue  to  monitor 
subdivision  plans  to  ensure  that  they  comply  with  the 
specifications  of  the  Town. 

In  addition  to  the  many  special  projects  completed  by  the 
Board,  members  continued  to  meet  on  a  regular  basis  to  review 
plot  plans  and  commercial  building  permits  and  to  offer 
opinions  on  requests  for  variances  and  special  permits,  and 
interpretations  of  the  Protective  Bylaws. 

Planning  Board  goals  for  the  coming  year  are  to  continue  with 
mapping  work,  to  review  and  update  the  bylaws  as  necessary, 
and  to  increase  interaction  with  other  Town  Boards.     In  addi- 
tion, the  Board  will  provide  the  citizens  of  the  Town  with 
more  information  about  their  Protective  Bylaw  and  the  workings 
of  their  town  government. 

The  Planning  Board  encourages  participation  in  its  activities 
by  interested  citizens.     Regular  meetings  are  held  the  first 
and  third  Monday  of  each  month  at  7  PM  in  the  Town  Office, 
and  additional  meetings  and  special  hearings  are  announced 
in  the  Gazette.

The  recreational  programs  were  very  successful  through-out 
the  year.     The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  programs  and 
numbers  participating:     Summer  Programs,  Youth  League  60; 
Hi 11 town  15;     Babe  Ruth  15;  &  Soccer  30.     Winter  Programs: 
Ski  Program  60;     Basketball  40;     Bowling  60;     Swimming  75; 
&  Adult  Volleyball  35. 

The  Ames  Field  was  scheduled  to  capacity  this  year,  in  fact 
it  necessitated  the  local  Legion  Team  having  to  use  the  Hamp- 
shire Regional  ball  field  instead.     General  expansion  of  the 
Ames  Field  was  started  with  the  use  of  fill  from  the  sewer 
project.     Hopefully  completion  of  this  will  be  in  1980. 

This  year  the  tennis  courts  were  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
season  and  were  heavily  used.     At  this  time  the  Recreation 
Commission  would  like  to  thank  all  who  made  these  courts 
possible  including:     The  Lions  Club,  The  Highway  Dept.,  The 
Police  Dept. ,  all  businesses  and  private  citizens  who  so 
generously  gave  of  their  materials,  time  and/or  donations. 

The  Council  on  Aging  Group  enjoyed  several  trips.  Halloween 
parties  were  held  in  both  Villages. 

The  most  popular  and  most  successful  of  our  programs  this  year 
was  the  Summer  Recreation  Program  under  the  direction  of  Linda 
Hinkley  and  her  staff.     The  number  of  children  registered  has 
increased  every  year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  age-group 
population  has  been  going  down  in  our  Town.     There  were  128 
children  registered  with  an  average  of  52  participating  on  in- 
town  programs  and  an  average  of  56  participating  on  Look  Park 
days.

SEWER  COMMISSION  REPORT 


The  Sewer  Commission  organized  following  the  elections  with 
Richard  L.  Childs,  Chm.,  Walter  E.  Kellogg,  III,  Clerk,  and 
Harry  Warner,  member.     Meetings  were  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th 
Wednesday  of  each  month. 

Construction  began  in  November ,  1978 .     No  work  on  three  of 
the  four  contracts  was  performed  during  February.  Construction 
started  again  in  March  and  progressed  rapidly  during  the  next 
several  months. 

By  the  end  of  December,  1979,  92%  of  the  overall  project  was 
complete.     It  appears  that  most  of  the  main  line  pipe  will 
be  installed  by  the  middle  of  January.     This  will  leave  only 
the  clean-up,  loaming  and  seeding  and  pavement  repairs  to  be 
performed  in  the  Spring.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN,    DUTCH  ELM  AND 
PUBLIC  NUISANCE  SUPERINTENDENT 

About  half  of  the  regular  street  shade  tree  mainten- 
ance, such  as  cabling,  pruning,  etc.  has  been  completed  at 
this  time  with  the  remainder  being  done  during  late  winter 
and  spring  months.     All  of  this  years  planting  will  also  be 
done  next  spring. 

Many  of  our  grand  old  shade  trees  seem  to  be  coming 
apart  at  the  seams,  so  to  speak,     at  more  or  less  the  same 
time.     It  could  be  that  many  of  these  trees  were  planted 
about  the  same  time  years  ago  and  no  matter  how  much  mainten- 
ance is  done  on  them  we  are  still  going  to  lose  a  lot  of  them. 

Sixteen  diseased  Dutch  Elms  have  been  removed  at  this 
time  with  three  more  remaining  to  be  removed.     As  has  been  the 
procedure  in  the  past  few  years  any  funds  left  after  these 
diseased  trees  have  been  removed  and  disposed  of  will  be  used 
to  remove  dead  elms  that  have  bark  on  them  where  the  Dutch 
Elm  beetle  winters. 

Under  the  Public  Nuisance  Account  all  of  the  poison  ivy 
we  sprayed  last  year  was  resprayed  this  year  hoping  that 
between  the  two  sprayings  a  year  apart  we  can  slow  down  the 
spread  of  this  ivy.     Also  more  souting  of  Town  woodlands  has 
been  done  for  gypsy  moth  egg  clusters.     Some  have  been  seen  in 
south  and  western  areas  of  Town,  at  least  enough  so  a  closer 
look  seems  in  order.

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In  an  effort  to  improve  both  the  financial  and  educational 
efficiency  of  the  system,   the  Kindergarten  Classes  which  had 
been  housed  at  the  Haydenville  Center  School  since  the  advent 
of  the  program  in  1971,  were  transferred  to  the  Dunphy  School 
in  September.     The  Center  School  is  presently  being  used  as 
the  Central  Administrative  (Superintendent's)  Office  for  all 
five  towns  of  School  Union  #66  as  well  as  the  Hampshire 
Regional  School  District.      (Rent  collected  for  1979  was  about 
$9,000.00).     The  building  is  also  being  used  by  the  Council 
on  Aging. 

In  order  to  improve  the  likelihood  for  future  academic  success, 
the  minimum  age  for  children  first  entering  school  will  be 
gradually  raised  by  four  months  over  the  next  three  years. 
Those  entering  this  past  September  were  required  to  be  at 
least  5  years  of  age  by  December  31,   1979.     In  1980  the  age 
limit  will  become  December  1st;   in  1981  it  will  be  October  15; 
and  by  1?82  students  must  be  at  least  5  years  old  by  Sept.  1st 
to  enter  school  that  same  year.     State  regulations  require  that 
children  must  begin  attending  school  in  September  of  the  year 
in  which  they  reach  the  age  of  6. 

Beginning  in  the  1980-81  school  year,  all  public  schools  will 
be  required  to  administer  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Tests  in 
the  areas  of  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic.     Beginning  with 
the  following  year,  Speaking  and  Listening  will  also  be  tested. 
Although  plans  are  not  complete  as  of  this  date,  these  tests 
will  be  administered  to  the  students  at  one  grade  level  in 
the  early  elementary  grade  range  and  at  one  grade  level  in  the 
upper  elementary  grade  range.     The  exact  grade  levels  will  be 
selected  shortly. 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  identify  weaknesses  in  the 
instructional  program  and  to  measure  the  degree  of  improvement 
in  teaching  effectiveness  by  administering  these  tests  annually 
at  the  same  grade  levels  and  by  comparing  the  results  from  year 
to  year.     The  criteria  to  be  used  will  involve  minimal  levels 
of  competency  for  the  grade  levels  selected.     Students  not 
meeting  the  established  minimum  competency  levels  will  be 
given  remedial  help  designed  to  bring  their  basic  skills  up 
to  acceptable  levels.     Inasmuch  as  each  school  committee  has 
the  prerogative  to  establish  its  own  level  for  minimum  compet- 
ency and  inasmuch  as  each  committee  may  select  its  own  test- 
ing instrument,  no  one  should  expect  to  be  able  to  use  the  data 
to  compare  one  school  with  another.     The  thrust  of  the  effort 
must  remain  as  planned  to  measure  improvement  from  year  to 
year  within  a  given  school. 

Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973  requires  that  no 
handicapped  person  be  discriminated  against  under  any  program 
or  activity  receiving  Federal  financial  assistance.     In  order 
for  the  School  Department  not  to  lose  future  Federal  financial 
assistance,  each  and  every  school  program,  activity  and  func- 
tion must  be  made  "programmatically  accessible"  by  June  3, 
1980.     Most  of  the  no  cost  or  low  cost  steps  to  accomplish  this 
task  either  have  been  or  will  be  accomplished  shortly.  The 
required  modifications  which  have  to  be  undertaken  and  which 
are  likely  to  cost  more  than  can  be  paid  for  within  the  school

budget,  will  require  town  meeting  action  on  special  appropria- 
tion requests. 

Programmatical  accessibility  requires  that  handicapped  persons 
must  not  be  prevented  from  participating  in  any  phase  of  the 
school  program  by  structional  barriers  such  as  stairs,  narrow 
door  ways,   telephones  too  high  to  reach,  door  latches  too 
complicated  to  operate,   lavatory  facilities  not  specifically 
designed  for  the  handicapped,   fire  alarm  systems  which  cannot 
be  heard  by  the  deaf,   room  signs  or  numbers  which  cannot  be 
seen  by  the  blind,  etc. 

Structural  modifications  will  be  minimized  by  "bringing  the 
program  to  the  individual"  as  long  as  segregation  does  not 
result.     It  would  be  wrong,   for  example,   to  tutor  Grade  3 
student  on  the  first  floor  to  avoid  putting  in  an  elevator  so 
that  he  could  get  to  his  regular  classroom  on  the  second  floor. 
It  would  be  acceptable  on  the  other  hand,   to  reassign  the  entire 
class  to  a  first  floor  room.     Thus,  although  the  the  entire 
building  would  not  be  barrier  free,   the  program  which  the  handi- 
capped student  is  entitled  to  attend,  could  be  conducted  in  a 
barrier  free  portion  of  the  building. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  will  provide  the  funds  with 
which  to  do  the  necessary  work  to  comply  with  "Section  504" 
for  two  reasons,   first  and  foremost,   so  that  no  individual 
will  ever  be  denied  equal  educational  opportunity  because  of  a 
handicap  and  secondly,   to  insure  the  continued  receiptof 
Federal  funds  in  support  of  local  educational  programs.

The  10  students  listed  on  the  line  designated  "H.E.C."  are 
officially  enrolled  at  Hampshire  High  School  but  attend 
special  programs  conducted  by  the  Hampshire  Educational 
Collaborative.     This  Collaborative  is  an  operation  involving 
all  public  school  departments  in  Hampshire  County  working 
together  to  provide  highly  specialized  educational  programs 
for  students  with  highly  specialized  needs  at  costs  for  less 
than  if  each  school  department  attempted  such  programs 
independently.     Thus,   if  several  schools  have  one  blind 
student  each,   for  instance,   these  students  are  brought  together 
into  the  same  class  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  each 
school  to  employ  a  separate  "teacher  of  the  Blind". 

The  2  students  listed  on  the  line  designated  "Tuitioned  Out" 
are  children  with  special  needs  which  neither  the  Regional 
nor  the  Collaborative  can  provide  and  as  such  they  must  be 
tuitioned  to  schools  or  agencies  with  programs  suited  to 
their  needs. 

The  assessment  percentages  below  reflect  all  three  catagories 
of  pupils  for  which  the  Region  is  financially  responsible; 
those  physically  attending  H.R.H.S.    (932),   those  attending 
Region  sponsored  H.E.C.  programs   (10),  and  those  tuitioned 
out  to  other  school   (2).     Note  that  several  years'  percentages 
are  shown  in  order  to  show  how  the  student  populations  have 
been  shifting.

Enrollment  declined  again  this  year  as  was  expected  and  the 
prediction  for  next  September  indicates  another  drop  but  not 
to  the  extent  seen  during  the  years  since  1976.     Present  data 
still  shows  the  situation  will  reverse  itself  by  1982  and 
enrollment  will  again  increase.     In  the  meanwhile,  however, 
Southampton's  enrollment  at  the  high  school  will  continue  to 
increase  while  the  remaining  towns  decrease  slightly  as  a 
whole.     The  result  will  be  a  continuing  increase  in  Southamp- 
ton's share  of  Regional  expenses.     At  the  moment  it  looks  as 
if  Southampton  may  exceed  50%  by  1981.

When  Hampshire  Regional  High  School  was  being  planned  back  in 
1966,  the  best  available  enrollment  forecast  indicated  that  by 
about  the  year  1980,   the  new  high  school  would  be  nearly 
filled  and  that  all  elementary  schools  in  at  least  four  of  the 
five  member  towns  would  be  severly  overcrowded.     The  long 
range  plan  therefor,  was  to  seriously  consider  the  construction 
of  a  regional  middle  school  on  the  undeveloped  land  owned  by 
Hampshire  Regional.     Thus,  by  transferring  grades  7  &  8  out 
of  the  present  building  along  with  grades  5  &  6  from  each  of 
the  elementary  schools,  overcrowding  in  at  least  five  of  the 
six  school  systems  could  have  been  solved  through  a  single 
construction  project. 

Time  however,  has  proven  our  enrollment  predictions  to  have 
been  totally  wrong  at  the  secondary  level.     It  now  appears 
that  the  high  school  will  have  ample  space  for  grades  7  through 
12  for  a  number  of  years  to  come.     Some  of  the  elementary 
schools  on  the  contrary,  are  having  the  space  problems 
previously  predicted.     Because  this      is  not  consistent  through- 
out the  5  member  towns,  however,  each  local  community  will 
probably  have  to  face  its  school  building  needs  problems 
separately  as  (or  if)  those  needs  reach  a  point  necessitating 
a  solution  involving  either  construction  of  a  new  building  or 
an  addition  to  an  existing  structure. 

At  the  outset  of  the  new  decade,  many  signs  point  toward  an 
increasing  need  for  the  schools  to  provide  a  greater  measure 
of  vocational  or  occupational  skills  for  a  body  of  students 
slowly  turning  away  from  the  idea  that  preparation  to  attend 
college  should  be  the  ma  jor  function  of  secondary  schools. 
During  the  next  few  years,  the  nation's  secondary  educational 
system  must  face  up  to  that  fact.     Meeting  this  particular 
need  for  the  relatively  small  number  of  "vocational  students" 
in  the  past  has  been  very  expensive  and  in  the  future  it  will 
be  even  more  so.     Because  of  this  economic  fact,  needed  changes 
will  come  altogether  too  slowly  and  very  painfully  unless  the 
public  recognizes  and  acknowledges  the  presence  of  such  a 
need,   is  convinced  that  meeting  that  need  is  essential  to  the 
perpetuation  of  our  society  and  is  egually  willing  to  commit 
sufficient  resources  with  which  to  move  in  that  direction. 

During  the  1979  session  of  the  State  Legislature,  several 
statutes  of  importance  relating  to  education  were  written  into 
law.     Among  them  were  the  following: 
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1.  Chapter  15  raised  the  age  requirement  of  a  persons  selling 
or  purchasing  alcohol  or  alcoholic  beverages  to  20  years. 
(This  statute  minimizes  the  possibility  of  high  school 
seniors  being  of  drinking  age). 

2.  Chapter  81  took  the  word  daily  out  of  the  law  which 
requires  all  schools  to  teach  Physical  Education  to  all 
students  in  all  grades.     Although  Physical  Education 

has  been  mandated  on  a  daily  basis  since  1966,  Department 
of  Education  regulations  were  printed  in  such  a  way  as  to 
enable  us  to  offer  the  subject  every  other  day  instead. 
(Had  this  not  been  the  case,  the  District  and  several 
local  school  departments  as  well,  would  have  had  to 
construct  additional  gym  facilities  to  accomodate  the 
program) .     Current  regulations  require  Physical  Education 
for  not  less  than  60  hours  per  year  for  all  students  in 
Grades  1  through  12  and  30  hours  per  year  for  those  in 
Kindergarten. 

3.  Chapter  91  requires  that  schools  remove  the  scores  of 
any  group  intelligence   (I.Q.)  tests  from  the  records  of 
students  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  which  taken. 
(Neither  group  administered  achievement  or  aptitude  test 
scores  nor  individually  administered  "I.Q."  tests  are 
subject  to  this  law) . 

4.  Chapter  132  permits  regional  school  districts  to  reduce 
their  annual  assessments  after  town  meetings  are  held 
without  the  towns  having  to  take  any  action  (such  as 
special  town  meetings)   to  correct  the  amounts  legally 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  support  of  regional 
schools . 

5.  Chapter  172  raises  the  level  of  parental  liability  from 
$500.00  to  $1,000.00  in  cases  where  their  children  have 
been  found  quilty  of  any  willful  act  resulting  in  injury 
or  death  to  another  person  or  damage  to  private  public 
property. 

6.  Chapter  188  prohibits  certain  sex  offenders  from  obtain- 
ing a  license  to  operate  a  school  bus. 

7.  Chapter  269  raises  from  20  to  30,   the  number  of  parents 
needed  to  reguire  that  a  particular  course  be  offered  in 
high  school.     It  also  raises  the  minimum  number  of  students 
necessary  to  maintain  such  courses  from  10  to  15. 

8.  Chapter  588  provides  for  fines  of  up  to  $10,000.  or 
imprisonment  for  up  to  20  years  for  any  person  who  will- 
fully disables  or  incapacitates  any  driver  or  person 
employed  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  a  school  bus. 
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9.  Chapter  641  makes  it  optional  for  a  school  committee  to 
provide  transportation  for  any  student  attending  a  voca- 
tional school  who  has  already  completed  the  12th  grade 
of  school  or  the  equivalent  thereto. 

10.  Chapter  692  (when  effective  and  if  constitutional)  will 
require  teachers  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  a  volun- 
teer student  to  offer  a  prayer  at  the  beginning  of  each 
day. 

11.  Chapter  738  limits  the  amount  of  surplus  a  regional 
school  district  may  hold  to  5%  of  its  budget.  (Hampshire 
Regional  has  tried  to  keep  its  surplus  at  about  2%%) .

The  budget  for  the  Regional  District  for  the  period  of  July  1, 
1980  to  June  30,  1981  represents  the  amount  of  money  which  will 
be  needed  to  operate  and  maintain  the  District  and  its  school. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement  establish- 
ing the  District  together  with  certain  provisions  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  School  Committee  has 
adopted  a  tentative  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  conduct- 
ed a  public  hearing  on  the  budget  and  then  adopted  a  final 
budget . 

The  Agreement  and  the  General  Laws  further  provide  that  the 
Committee  shall  apportion  among  the  member  towns  the  amounts 
necessary  to  be  raised  in  order  to  meet  the  said  budget. 
The  amounts  so  apportioned  for  each  member  town  shall  then  be 
certified  by  the  Regional  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurers  of  the 
member  towns,  and  each  member  town  shall,  at  its  next  annual 
town  meeting,  appropriate  the  amount  so  certified  to  it.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Finance  Committee  has  reviewed  all  budgets  submitted  to  it 
and  wishes  to  thank  all  boards,  committees  and  departments  for 
their  cooperation  in  preparing  and  presenting  their  proposals. 
All  departments  required  more  time  to  perform  their  given 
duties.     Where  overhead  costs,  or  fuel  costs  were  part  of  the 
budget  request,  all  budgets  reflected  the  increased  cost  of 
fuel  and  electrical  service. 

In  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  no  increase  in  any  town 
services.     Due  to  increased  detail,  more  work  required  to  meet 
state  and  federal  regulations,  and  increased  demand  for  avail- 
able services,  all  departments  have  reflected  the  inflationary 
trend  of  increase  in  their  budgets. 

State  officials  have  constantly  promoted  the  lotteries  and 
revenue  sharing  as  being  excellent  vehicles  to  reduce  or  at 
least  maintain  the  local  tax  rate.     One  need  only  look  at  the 
performance  of  the  last  few  years  to  discover  the  sad  truth. 

One  alarming  trend  that  has  appeared  in  the  analysis  of  the 
last  five  years  is  the  increased  amount  of  money  raised  by 
direct  taxation  versus  the  decreased  participation  by  the  state. 

In  1975  approximately  50%  of  the  needed  funds  were  raised  by 
taxation  and  50%  from  State  sources.     By  1978  the  percentages 
read  closer  to  60%  and  40%.     Reimbursement  from  the  State  for 
school  transportation  and  special  education  have  not  met  the 
levels  required  by  State  law. 

In  these  same  years  of  1975  to  1978  the  gross  amount  needed  for 
the  town  budget  has  gone  from  $1,282,000.00  to  $1,380,000.00, 
an  increase  of  approximately  $100,000.00.     In  that  same  time 
period  the  funds  raised  by  taxation  have  increased  from 
$627,000.00  to  $852,000.00,  an  increase  of  $225,000.00. 
Revenue  from  other  sources,  mostly  State,  has  decreased  by 
over  $125,000.00. 

Given  the  trend  that  appears  in  the  figures  above,   it  is 
safe  to  predict  that  by  1982  Williamsburg  will  re  required  to 
raise  close  to  80%  of  the  total  funds  needed  to  finance  tha 
budget . 

Considering  an  operating  expense  of  $1,500,000.00,  an  80% 
cost  to  the  town  would  be  $1,200,000.00  in  direct  taxes.  This 

would  mean  a  tax  rate  of  48  or  49  dollars  per  thousand  

 TAX  INCREASE  50%  by  1982.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $54,500.00  to  provide  for  "house-to-house" 
collection  of  garbage  and  refuse  on  a  weekly  basis  and  the 
transportation  of  same  out  of  the  geographical  limits  of  the 
Town  for  disposal,  and  further  to  provide  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  a  dump  site  within  the  geographical  limits  of  the 
Town  on  a  limited  basis  to  receive  materials  which  because  of 
their  nature  or  bulk  cannot  be  disposed  of  otherwise,  as  the 
Board  of  Health  by  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  it  may  from 
time  to  time  determine,  and  further  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Health  to  enter  into  such  contract  or  contracts  as  may  be 
reguired  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  above,  and 
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to  determine  whether  said  sum  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  or 
taken  from  available  funds,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 
DO  NOT  RECOMMEND 

ARTICLE  25.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $26,196.00  for  the  Construction  or  improve- 
ments of  Town  roads  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  481  and 
Chapter  90  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement  from  the  State,  and 
to  determine  whether  said  sum  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  or 
taken  from  available  funds,  borrowing  in  anticipation  of 
reimbursement  from  the  State  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.
